A. They are bimetallists; thateis, they 
believe in the policy of having the two 
metal moneys—both gold and silver— 
and all we can get of them. They hold 
that no country or people ever was, or 
ever will be, or ever can be, injured, or 
even in the slightest degree embarrassed, 
by an excess of good metal money; and 
that no country or people ever had, or 
ever will have, or ever can have, too 
much gold or too much silver or too much 
of both gold and silver. And they hold 
that any person? whether banker, mer- 
chant, capitalist, manufacturer, me- 
chanic, day laborer, farmer or popcorn 
seller who argues that metal money 
ever was or ever will be or ever can be 
too cheap in the United States or that 
there is the remotest possibility of our 
ever having too much of either gold or 
silver, or too much of both together, is;
